Railfuture to produce a 
report of observations 
and recommendations 

Railfuture describes 
itself as ‘the UK’s lead¬ 
ing independent organi¬ 
sation campaigning for 
better rail services for 
passengers and freight’. 

The report is named 
‘November 2012 Rail¬ 
way Flooding in Devon: 
Observations & Recom¬ 
mendations’. 

A package of measures 
is called for in the report, 
including culverts and 
more passing loops. 

The report said: “The 
low embankment across 
the River Axe flood plain 
should be made more 
permeable to flood water. 

“Low bridges and cul¬ 
verts should be added to 
the flood plain sections 
to stop flood water build¬ 
ing up and then washing 
away the track founda¬ 
tions.” 


A passing loop was 
added at Axminster only 
a few years ago, which 
led to an improved 
timetable with hourly 
trains in both directions. 

But campaigners want 
more, the report saying: 
“Two new double-track 
passing loops need to be 
built, with one around 
Whimple and the other 


near Crewkeme. 

“A benefit from new 
loops on the Exeter to 
Yeovil line would be that 
it would provide the in¬ 
frastructure needed to 
run daily additional 
hourly Exeter to Axmin¬ 
ster trains and on to 
Yeovil Pen Mill to con¬ 
nect with trains to Dorch¬ 
ester and Weymouth.” 


Funding may prove to 
be a stumbling block, 
though. 

The two proposed 
loops would come at an 
estimated total cost of 
£40 million. 

One of the report au¬ 
thors, Gerard Duddridge, 
said: “This report pulls 
together local rail and 
river knowledge.”

AXMINSTER 

Hub to promote 
healthy eating 

A ONE-YEAR, £10,000 healthy heart campaign is 
under way in Axminster. 

Organisers say the town has above UK average 
levels of coronary heart disease and hypertension 
among residents. 

Formally named The Heart Hub, the project is the 
brainchild of Axminster-based charity Health and 
Local Food for Families (HALFF). 

The Heart Hub targets people with heart disease 
and those at risk of heart disease, and was set up 
thanks to a joint £10,000 grant from Heart Research 
UK and Subway. 

The grant was confirmed last autumn, and HALFF 
members have since been preparing for the official 
launch, which was held last Tuesday evening. 

HALFF’s Heart Hub strategy involves a mix of 
healthy eating advice and healthy lifestyle advice as 
a whole, including physical activity. 

A Heart Hub Champion will do preventative work 
by holding cooking and street dance courses at Axe 
Valley Community College. 

HALFF officials stress that there is nothing sexist 
about leaving boys out, saying girls are targeted be¬ 
cause they are more likely to give up sports at that 
age than boys. 

The Heart Hub will also work with health profes¬ 
sionals, who will recommend/refer the hub to cer¬ 
tain patients. 

People are also invited to join a register, which will 
issue them with regular advice and invitations to ac¬ 
tivities such as healthy cooking demonstrations. 

Visits to various groups and societies are also 
planned, and HALFF's Laura O’Rourke said: “We are 
not expecting people to just come to us, so we will 
take cookery demonstrations to any groups that 
want us there.” 

A CREDIT union will open up in Axminster, initially 
for one day a week. 

Devon-wide Plough & Share Credit Union has been 
keen to include Axminster for some time, and gave 
a presentation to the town council in March last year. 
The credit union concept is widely supported by local 
authorities and other agencies as it can provide an 
alternative to loan sharks. 

Credit unions encourage members to save regu¬ 
larly, and offer loans after a certain time of saving. 
Help and support in managing financial affairs is 
also offered if requested. 

To ensure a regular presence in the town, volun¬ 
teers are needed.

SEATON 

Regeneration plans 
coming together 

PLANS for the regeneration of Seaton look set to 
move ahead apace, with progress being made in a 
number of important areas. 

Towards the end of 2012, the final instalment of 
Tesco funding was paid to East Devon District Coun¬ 
cil, following the earlier development of the super¬ 
market in Harbour Road. 

That final payment will bring to just under £2 mil¬ 
lion - the contribution that EDDC will be collecting 
from Tesco as part of a land agreement. 

The council plans to re-invest around £1.8 million 
in a new Jurassic Coast Discovery Centre for Seaton, 
which will be managed by the Devon Wildlife Trust 
(DWT). 

DWT will not only manage the centre once it is 
open but are taking a full part in planning the interior 
design and layout of the building. The trust will also 
be managing a bid to the Heritage Lottery Fund (HLF) 
for £500,000 to help close the gap on the final sum 
needed to complete the project. The deadline for ap¬ 
plications is February 8th and a decision by HLF will 
be made in June. 

A spokesman for Devon Wildlife Trust said: “We’re 
delighted and excited to be part of this project. The 
Jurassic Coast Discovery Centre will allow us to bring 
our work for wildlife to new and wider audiences.” 

COLYTON 

Club seeks loan to 
to secure future 

COLYTON Memorial Social Club hopes to secure a 
“substantial” loan after cexperiencing financial diffi¬ 
culties. 

The Colyton Chamber of Feoffees has offered to 
loan an undisclosed amount to the club but has 
asked for some security on its money, such as a 
charge on the building. However, there is some con¬ 
fusion over who owns the social club and, if it be¬ 
longs to Colyton Parish Council, a charge on the 
building will not be permitted. 

Parish clerk Liz Berry explained that the council 
was not allowed to take out a mortgage or hold a 
charge against any of its properties. 

Despite taking legal advice on the matter, council¬ 
lors are still not clear on who owns the building but 
a further update was expected to be given at a 
meeting last night (Monday).

COSTS associated with special projects have seen 
the town council precept in Sidmouth rocket. 

Sidmouth Town Council’s precept for the next fi¬ 
nancial year has been set at £400,000 - an increase 
of almost £60,000 compared to the current one of 
about £342,000, the equivalent of 16 per cent rise, 
believed to be the highest in the area. 

Councillors agreed on the hike because they ex¬ 
pect that a number of special projects will require 
town council funding. 

The original proposal was to set the precept at 
£374,199 - but the figure was increased when coun¬ 
cillors met on Monday, January 21st. 

As reported last week, councillors were recom¬ 
mended to peg the authority’s staff and administra¬ 
tion costs at a total of £109,950. 

But they were also recommended to approve a sig¬ 
nificant increase for reserves and additional items 
from the current financial year’s figure of about 
£39,000 to £67,500.

Report: Transfer Beehive 
land to the town council 


A REPORT recommends that the freehold of the fu¬ 
ture Beehive Community Centre site be transferred to 
Honiton Town Council. 

In February 2011, East Devon District Council 
(EDDC) granted a long lease to Honiton Town Coun¬ 
cil on Dowell Street Car Park to make room for the 
community centre. 

A report has since been produced, recommending 
that the freehold is instead transferred to the town 
council. 

The report states: “The town council do not expect 
to pay for the Dowell Street car park. 

“Without at least a ground rent payable on the grant 
of a long lease, the council [EDDC] will be incurring 
ongoing managerial (property management) respon¬ 
sibilities with no ability to offset this cost against the 
rent. 

“For the town council, it will be preferable to have 
full control over the site rather than having to revert 
to a landlord for any consents ordinarily required as 
tenant covenants. 

“For example, landlord’s consent would be required 
for alterations or changes of use. 

“If the town council should look to borrow further 
money against the scheme in the future, or wish to 
make grant funding bids, a freehold interest in the site 
rather than a leasehold interest will make this more 
straightforward. 

“This recommendation is consistent with the way 
that the council [EDDC] facilitated the community 
centre development at Sidmouth.” 

The proposal is to transfer the land free of charge, 
which contravenes Section 123 of the Local Govern¬ 
ment Act 1972, which states that councils “except with 
the express consent of the Secretary of State” cannot 
dispose of land (other than by way of a short tenancy, 
i.e. grant of a term not exceeding seven years) for a 
consideration less than the best that can be reasonably 
obtained in the market. 

But the General Disposal Consent (England) 2003 
provides a way around this. 

In short, local authorities may dispose of land in this 
manner if it is likely to contribute to the promotion or

If approved, the freehold transfer could be subject to 
a claw-back clause should Honiton Town Council one 
day no longer need the site for a community centre. 

EDDC’s Cabinet will discuss the proposed freehold 
transfer when it meets on Wednesday, January 30th.

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Council drop housing advice sessions 


A LOCAL authority looks set to drop its current format 
of housing drop-in sessions because of low turnouts. 

A recommendation has been made to scrap the cur¬ 
rent format of regular sessions and instead operate on 
an ‘as and when required’ basis. 

It was in 2007 that East Devon District Council’s 
(EDDC) Tenant Participation team introduced district¬ 
wide informal drop in sessions to provide an opportu¬ 
nity for tenants to meet housing officers in person. 

Some sessions attracted more than 15 tenants but 
there has since been a decline - with one session in 
2012 failing to attract a single tenant. 

A report prepared for EDDC’s Housing Review 


Board said: “The sessions were initially very well at¬ 
tended with more than 15 tenants at the first few ses¬ 
sion held in Exmouth. 

The number of tenants attending varied and in towns 
such as Exmouth and Axminster the number of tenants 
taking up this opportunity to meet staff have been high, 
whereas in villages such as Newton Poppleford the 
numbers have been consistently low. 

“In the last 12 months the number of tenants attending 
the sessions has significantly decreased. 

“As so few tenants are taking this opportunity to 
speak to housing officers, we are recommending that 
these sessions are discontinued in the present format. 


“In some areas we hold housing surgeries as and 
when needed, most notably on the Heath Park estate in 
Honiton. 

“We intend to continue with the surgeries and expand 
these to cover other areas as and when the need arises.” 

Members of the Housing Review Board met on Jan¬ 
uary 10th and resolved to recommend that drop-in ses¬ 
sions in the current format are stopped and ad hoc 
sessions be held as and when required. 

In addition, it was recommended that drop-in sessions 
could be held - but only after what is known as estate 
walkabouts. 

A final decision will be made in due course. 


Sidmouth tops recycled 
Christmas tree league 

EAST Devon Parks Service has reported a good crop of 
Christmas trees for the annual recycling effort in the 
district this year. 

The annual recycling of Christmas trees took place in 
the week following Twelfth Night recently. 

A total of 633 trees were turned into woodchip, which 
will now be composted for future use as mulch. 

The total number of trees recycled was just 6 down 
fewer than in January 2012. m

A council official said: “Some towns saw a healthy in¬ 
crease in participation, whilst other others dropped 
back, but there seems to be no particular pattern or 
reason to explain the differences.”

Cinderella 

Membury Merrymakers 
Membury Village Hall 


I N the village of 
Membury they know 
how to let their hair 
down - especially when 
it comes to the pan¬ 
tomime season. 

And let their hair down 
they certainly did with 
the staging of the vil¬ 
lage’s 12th panto, Cin¬ 
derella, presented by the 
Membury Merrymakers. 

In the cosy confines of 
the village hall and with 
one of the smallest stage 
areas imaginable, the 
Merrymakers produced a 
show that had the packed 
out audiences rolling is 
the aisles. 


But this was more than 
just a group of keen ama¬ 
teur stage performers pre¬ 
senting their annual outing 
in the spotlight. This was a 
real village event and on 
the night I attended the au¬ 
dience worked just as hard 
as the cast to make the 
evening such an enjoyable 


experience, taking audi¬ 
ence participation to new 
limits. 

They positively revelled 
in the corny jokes, ads libs 
and occasional slip-ups, 
adding greatly to the hu¬ 
mour of the occasion, 
proving beyond doubt that 
making merry in Membury 


is pretty much an art form 
in its own right. 

With such a confined 
stage area, improvisation 
is essential and director 
and set designer Barry 
Marshall and his team de¬ 
serve great credit for creat¬ 
ing no less than 15 scene 
changes by clever use of 
the flaps. 

Top marks also to musi¬ 
cal director Billy 
Matthews, one of the most 
talented young performers 
in the area, for his choice

There were some splen¬ 
did performances from the

And in Ron Martin and 
Jeremy Wallace they had 
two of the ugliest sisters I 
have come across in over 
40 years of covering local 
pantomimes.

With NIGEL SPELLER 


FATHER Michael Koppel opens from 
Axminster this week: It’s fascinating to ask 
ourselves a vital question: what is it that we 
value more than anything else in the world? 

The answer may be surprising - and dis¬ 
turbing. It may be ourselves; it may be ma¬ 
terial possessions; it may be power; or it 
may be a number of other things. 

The trouble with all these answers is the 
same. If you look at any of these things 
closely, you’ll see that they simply aren’t 
worthy of having the highest value attached 
to them. 

These interests are all selfish, or 
ephemeral, or worse. Any suggestion that 
they should be seen as the ‘highest good’ for 
us human beings is fundamentally flawed. 

Sooner or later, anyone who puts these 
things at the top of his list is going to be pro¬ 
foundly disappointed. 

But if it’s foolish to put these things first, 
what would a truly wise person value most? 
There’s only one answer: the friendship 
with God which we Christians know as 
‘eternal life’. 

That alone deserves to be seen as the high¬ 
est good, for which it’s worth giving up 
everything else. 

Other news from Axminster is the com¬ 
pletion of a week of prayer for Christian 
Unity by all local churches. 

In the east of our area local organisations 
have shared a cash injection of around 
£4,000 from St Paul’s Church in Honiton, 
the object being to recognise the excellent 


work carried out by local people and to 
show that St Paul’s recognises the great 
work done by other local groups. 

Advice regarding ways to mark Lent are 
contained in a new book of daily reflections 
entitled Love Life, Live Lent by Dr Paula 
Gooder and her husband. 

The book offers ideas on simple acts of 
generosity as inviting someone for a drink, 
or of giving away something not needed. 

Other ideas for this season are contained 
in material offered by Christian Aid called 
Count Your Blessings - details from 08700 
787788 or their website. 

The leader of the laity in the General 
Synod of the Church of England, Dr Philip 
Giddings, who spoke against the motion on 
woman bishops, has survived a Synod 
meeting of no confidence in him, suggesting 
that those in his appointment should be 
even-handed. 

In a legal appeal before the European 
Court regarding the wearing of crosses in 
uniform on duty, three appeals were rejected 
and only one was successful. 

To end with items of advice - first, lead 
thefts from churches, have been much re¬ 
duced by the installation of an alarm called 
the Voice of God which is connected to 
loudspeakers and is most effective. 

The other comes from Ecclesiastical In¬ 
surance who advise that a single ice and 
snow free path is sufficient in present 
weather to meet obligations by churches, etc 
- see the EIG website.

THERE is nothing more boring than an editorial 
about Accountancy, so we thought you might enjoy 
a better reading about your money and how to 
make it go further. 

Now, there are a number of things that you might 
realistically want to know: 

What can I actually do to make my money go fur¬ 
ther?

Concerned over Circle Health’s 
significant donations to Tories 


■ I AM writing about my concerns of what I consider 
to be the slow but sure privatisation of the NHS and 
the reason for it. 

Recently I was ‘surfing the net' when I decided to 
see what contributions had been made to the vari¬ 
ous political parties in recent years. To my horror I 
found a report in the Scottish Daily Record dated 
tSeptember 29th 2012 drawing information from 
recently released records that found that ‘share¬ 
holders in Circle Health - the first private firm to 
take over an NHS hospital - have given the Conser¬ 
vatives £1.4 million'. 

Also it said: ‘Records also show Tory MP Mark Sim- 
monds is paid £50,000 a year by Circle for 10 hours' 
work a month'. 

This all follows Circle Health being given a 10-year 
£1.2 billion contract to run the Hinchingbrooke hos¬ 
pital in Cambridgeshire. 

Also, the newspaper lists various investment 
companies who have a stake in Circle Health making 
large donations of hundreds of thousands of 
pounds to the Conservatives. 

Some of you might think that this is a Scottish 
newspaper, so therefore it's anti-Tory. Probably 
true, but these figures are drawn from official 
records and confirmed by the Electoral Commission 
who said the contributions don’t break any rules. 

The Daily Telegraph newspaper, which is definitely 
not anti-Conservative, published a report on Janu¬ 


ary 18th of this year concerning the Hinchingbrooke 
hospital which stated: ‘The National Audit Office has 
found Circle is already £4.1 million in the red on the 
project, after taking over its management in Febru¬ 
ary. At this point the firm only wanted to have a £1.9 
million overspend'. 

It added: ‘By the end of the financial year next 
March, Circle is forecasting a £3.5 million deficit - 
three times the planned amount'. 

Also the Daily Record stated: '...and records show 
that David Cameron's party have received more 
than £10 million from those with links to private 
health.’ 

This follows the presents government's introduc¬ 
tion of allowing GPs the choice to send patients ei¬ 
ther to NHS run establishments or to private health 
companies. 

I, like many others reading this, hold the National 
Health Service close to my heart. I was very proud 
to see it celebrated in the opening ceremony of the 
Olympic Games for the world to see and I don't want 
to see it sold off just to make some shareholders 
richer. 

No wonder the Scottish want independence if 
that's how safe the English health service is at the 
moment.

AFTER three weeks without a game the Chiefs 
looked decidedly rusty against Wadebridge, 
who have not missed a game.
